Civic Improvements 


LOOKS LIKE BUSINESS NOW 
‘The springtime is gone, the sum- 
mer is ended” or nearly so, but the! 
long-promised Strathmore civic im-! 
provements are not yet commenced. 
There is something really doing, 
though, this time, we believe, and 
Once work is started, there is no 
telling where or when it will stop. 
Perhaps the Council will ‘‘Get the 
Habit.” 
CEMENT SIDEWALKS 

As will be noted from our adver- 
tising columns, tenders are being 
invited for the construction of ce- 
ment sidewalks on both sides of 
Second Street, and round first Av- 
enue to part of Third Street. This 
work is to cost in the neighborhood 
of $5000, The engineer of the job 
is Mr Miles, of the Galt engineering 
Coy., and he already has all the pre- 
liminary work done. Gravel, sand 
and cement have been ordered, and 
tenders are now being invited for 
the hauling of same. 

There was some hitch last week 
with regard to the grade struck by 
the engineer. While technically ali 
right, some of the buildings are not 
bui.t to a proper grade, and the ma- 
jority of the Councillors considered 
that it would be easier tu alter the 
grade than alter the buildings, and 


the sidewalks into the stores. Ten- 
ders forthe work are to be in by 
August 12, and the probability is 
that construction will be started a 
few days after, which will give the 
contractor about six weeks to finish 
it in the event of heavy October 
frosts. 
PLANK SIDEWALKS 


In addition to cement sidewalks 
for the business portion of the town, 
the Council are figuring on spend- 
ing $10,000 on plank sidewalks to 
serve the residential district. At 
present a bylaw for the purpose of 
raising the money is being adver- 
tised in the Standard, and two 
weeks from date the work can be 


interval more than half the ratepay- 
ers object. As this is a very nec- 
essary public improvement we do 
not anticipate many objections. 
FIREWALLS 

A petition is at present before the 
Council signed by a large majority 
of the property owners on the west 
side of Second Street, asking for 
the building of two firewalls. It is 
estimated that these firewalls would 
just about halve the present cost of 
insurance on the west side of Sec- 
ond Street, and they would there- 
fore pay their cost in three or four 
years. Locations proposed are on 
the lots belonging to Messrs. Rol- 
and Hilland L F Burnham, which 
are the only one suitable, It is pro- 
bable that this work will be finished 
this fall, as there is no serious op- 
position, The cost will probably 
be from $2000 to $2250. 

All the above improvements are 
classed as local improvements, and 
are not a general burden on the 
ratepayers, but fall on the prop- 
erty owners fronting on the improve- 
ments. In this way they do not 
impair the town’s general borrow- 
ing powers, which have only been 
drawn on so far for the amount of 
$2000 originally expended on the 
Town Hall. 

PARK PROGRESSING 

It is within the limits of possibility 
that work will be commenced on the 
proposed park in front of the town 
this fall. The position as it stands 
at present is that the CPR has sub- 
mitted an agreement to the town, 
which the Council sent back with 
several amendments suggested at a 
meeting on Tuesday evening, These 
amendments refer to the length of 
the lease, which the Council wish 
made perpetual, to the supply of 
water, erection of buildings for rec- 
reation, etc, If the CPR approves 
of the amendments the bylaw for 
the raising of the money which the 
Council intends to spend on the park 
will be put before the ratepayers, 
atter which the work can be pro- 
ceeded with. 

On Monday afternoon Mr Cam- 
eron, divisional superintendent of 
the CPR, was in town, and discuss- 
ed the matter of the park agreement 
with the Council, and saidhe thought 
the CPR would be willing to give 
the town security of tenure so long 
as the land was used for park pur- 
poses, and that the Company were 
willing to do anything reasonable to 
get the park completed. They

ALBERTA. 


United States 

The aspén poplar, frequent!s spoxk- 
en of as the white poplar, is one of 
the most common trees al! over Can- 
ada (at any rate in that portion of 
the Rocky 
Metntains) In many parts of the 
Dominion it forms quite extensive for- 
ests (especially in districts that have 
been burned over). This fact gives) 
it a place of some importance in the) 
forestry of the Dominion, although it 
is one of the inferior woods. 

Some years ago (in 1905) the For- 
estry Branch of the Department of | 
te Interior made a careful survey of 
the Turtle Mountain forest reserve in | 
Southern Manitoba, on which this 
poptar is by all odds the most plenti- 
ful tree. As a result of investigation 
on the basis of data collected during! 
this survey, it was estimated that, if) 
the poplar were allowed to grow to! 
the age of forty years, there would be 
an average growth, for the whole of 
that time, of one cord per year on a 
fully stocked acre. At the end of 


each acre about 850 trees, of an av- 
erage height of 45 feet and an aver- 
age diameter, at 4% feet above the 
ground, of 6 inches; these would yield 
some 40 cords of wood. 

Recently the United States Forest 
Service published their Bulletin No. 
93, entitled “The Aspens,” and it Is 
interesting toe note that thelr results 
come close to the figures made out by 
the Canadian survey. Volume tables 
given at the conclusion of this bullet- 
in show that trees of the height and 
diameter given above will each yield 
between one twentieth and one twen- 
ty fifth of a cord of wood aplece. Thus 
the 850 acres would give somewhere 
between thirty-four and forty-two 
cords of wood. The average of the 
two amounts gives thirty-eight coma 
a figure nearly the same as that ob 
tained by the Canadians. 

As there are 55,000 acres in the 
Turtle Mountain reserve that are ca- 
pable of growing timber, ‘t Is a rea- 
sonable inference that the reserve 
may be counted on to produce 65,000 
cords, or thereabouts, of wood per 
year. At the low rate of $1 per cord 
on the stump, this would mean an an- 
nual revenue to the state of $55,000. 
Or, to take another point of view it 
would give to each inhabitant of the

We cannot coerce 
‘the Western people into mized farm- 
ing any more than we can induce 
aay element in the East to abandon 
that which holds promise of the great: 
est return for the least labor. In the 
meantime we will continue to send a 
great volume of dairy and meat pro 
ducts to the West, enhancing prices 
at home in order to find the necessary 
supply for Western consumers. What 
we can do, however, is to assist by 
generous appropriations and by expert 
advice in the stimulation of scien 
tific agriculture both in the newer and 
the older Provinces. The truth is that 
consumption is running far ahead of 
production, and that only by increased 
production will easier conditions of 
living be restored. If the West wante 
money for agricultural colleges, for 
co-operative experiments, for fleld in 
struction, for provision of granaries, 
for any other object which fn the 
judgment of its legislators and ite 
pople will stimulate local enterprises, 
attract new industries and improve 
general conditions, it should be voted 
freely, not as a concession to sectiona! 
feeling, but as an imperative nationa) 
duty.

Board of Trade Meeting!  raew IMPLEMENTS 


{ After a period of comparative 


somnolence, a meeting of the Board 
of Trade was held in the Town Hall 
on Wednesday evening. There was 
a fairly good attendance. Mr Frank 
Skene, honorary president of the 
Board, was in the chair. 


Correspondence was read from a 
gentleman desirous of opening up a 
moving picture show here this 
winter, from the secretary of the 
Southern Alberta Land Company, 
Stating that power could be derived 
from their dam at the Bow River 
if there was a guarantee of there 
being a good demand for it, and on 
other matters. 


Mr. Skene said that this was the 
first time he had had the opportunity 
of thanking the members of the 
Board or Trade since they re-organ- 
ised this spring for electing him to 
the office of honorary president. 
He had always taken a big interest 
in the affairs of Strathmore, and he 
Was sure there was no doubt it 
would be one of the best towns and 
districts in the province, if this 
year’s crops materialised as well as 
he believed they would. 


IMPROVING THE ROADS 


The question of roads round Strath- 
more, which at present are in a 
very poor state owing to the rains 
this summer, and the want of grad- 
ing, was discussed. 

The main difficulty, as was stated 
by some of the speakers who have 
alot of driving to do, was that 
though nine-tenths of the road 
allowances were good for driving or 
hauling, there were deep holes and 
wet places in parts whicn were 
difficult to get through even with- 
out a load, A lot of business that 
would otherwise come to Strath- 
more was being driven to other 
places though the farmers them- 
selves would rather trade here if the 
roads were in anything like decent 
shape 

Mr Skene said that as they all 
knew the main road from Calgary 
through Strathmore, to as far as 
Gleichen was going to be put into 
first-class shape. le believed the 
government were at last beginning 
to recognise that money was better 
spent in improving the roads of the 
province than in expensive parlia- 
ment buildings. Good roads were 
a greater inducement to. settlers 
than handsome executive buildings. 

Mr C B H Nelson said he thought 
the Board of Trade should continue 
to press on the Government the 
necessity of putting the roads of 
this district into better shape. 

Dr Girvin said a number of 
people around Standard district 
would like to do their business in 
Strathmore, but the roads leading 
here were in too bad shape to make 
it practical for them. He had been 
over practically every road in this 
district and thought that what they 
wanted was not so much grading as 
the filling up of various holes, 
which would not cost a great 
amount, but would make the roads 
a whole lot better than they were at 
present. ‘The fixing of the south 
road wonld do a great deal to help 
the town, as it was the only way 
people could get in from the south, 

Mr Skene said he expeted that 
there wou d be a crew working on 
that road within a few days. They 
were going to put ditches in to 
drain off the water in parts, and 
they intended to make 4 first-class 
job of the highway, which went due 
south from Strathmore six miles, 

It was finally agreed that a 2pre- 
sentative be appointed to see the 
LID council at their next meeting 
and find out if they were in a 
position to do anything to improve 
the roads betore fall, and also to 
have a letter compiled to send to 
the government detailing the places 
that required fixing. 


IRRIGATION CONGRESS 


It was agreed to see what could 
be done in the way of having a 
good representation from Strath- 
more at the Irrigation Congress at 
Kelowna.

For a time wheat growing will con: 
tinue to be the chief occupation of 
Western farmers. We cannot coerce 
Yhe Western people into mized farm. 
ing any more than we can induce 
aay element in the East to abandon 
that which holds promise of the great: 
est return for the least labor. In the 
meantime we will continue to send a 
great volume of dairy and meat pro 
ducts to the West, enhancing prices 
at home in order to find the necessary 
supply for Western consumers. What 
we can do, however, is to assist by 
generous appropriations and by expert 
advice in the stimulation of scien. 
tific agriculture both in the newer and 
the older Provinces. The truth is that 
consumption is running far ahead of 
production, and that only by increased 
production will easier conditions of 
living be restored. If the West wante 
money for agricultural colleges, fot 
co-operative experiments, for fleld in 
struction, for provision of granaries, 
for any other object which tn the 
judgment of its legislators and its 
pople will stimulate local enterprises 
attract new industries and improve 
general conditions, it should be voted 
freely, not as a concession to sectiona!

claiming liberty throughout the land. 
Jackson declares that the thousands 
who came yearly to Independence 
Hall to view the old alleged mouth- 
piece of newly-born Mberty were im- 
posed on Mr. Jackson then takes up 
the alleged ringing of the bell and the 
claim that it proclaimed liberty on 
July 4, 1776 So far as he has been 
able to discover after years of re 
search, this misleading atatement is 
directly traceable to “Watson's Annals 
of Philadelphia,” which was published 
in 1830. Prior to the publication of 
that work the hell was known as the 
State house bell and not Liberty bell, 
and nothing had been’ sald about its 
use in proclaiming independence. Even 
s late as 1830 it was known as fhe 
State House bell even after that build-

Body Celis and Foods 

The cells of our body never learn 
What the character of the food which 
we eat really is.” With this sen- 
tence delivered at a recent meeting 
of Swiss men of science, Professor 
Emil Abmen has concisely defined a 
modern viewpoint of nutrition which 
is rapidly becoming prominent. Before 
they leave the alimentary tract the 
foodstuffs which we eat are broken up 
into fragments that serve as the real 
food of the body. Complex carbohy- 
drates are resolved into sugar; fats 
are split into glycerol and fatty acids; 
proteins yleld an aggregation of char- 
acteris ic substances simple “building 
stones” at the disposal of \he internal 
tissue cells so that they can select 
or further rearrange them as the 
special functions require. Whether 
it is meat or cereals that we eat ts, 
after all, largely a matter of indiffer- 
ence, for they all furnish similar dl- 
gestion fragments, so long as the dl- 
gostive processes perform their duty.

FROM WHEAT GROWING 
TO DIVERSIFIED FARMING 


A Change is Generally Taking Place 
In Agriculture in Many Wester 
Districts 

Western towns and cities have the 
Money and the brain, and the country 
and location, which should be an ade- 
quate combination to working out a 
Successful plan for the encourage 
ment of industries. They already 
Tealize that the factory must go hand 
in hand with agriculture for perman- 
ent development. Difficulties there 
always are in working out big prob- 
lems, but these are never insurmount- 
able where there is brain. 

Dairy Produce and Stock 

The line of agriculture that best fits 
into industrial life is mixed farming 
which supplies the neceseary produce 
for the home market. Though wheat 
absorbs the attention of the farming 
community, the urban population talks 
much of dairying and stock raising, 
and farmers are beginning to feel the 
influence in that direction. Farmers 
can make money more easily out of 
wheat, but the time is nastening when 
they will find it quite as profitable— 
in fact more profitable in the long run 
to turn part of their vast acres to 
mixed farming. It is . ot so easy now 
as it used to be to find a farmer who 
has neither a cow or a hen, but their 
name is still legion. Many farmers 
in Indian Head district buy their but- 
ter, the local supply being scarcely 
sufficient for the town. Wolseley is 
doing its best to increase the supply 
of dairy products in that district. One 
farmer in that section works only 107 
acres, but it is said he is making more 
money out of mixed farming than 
many of the farmers \ oo are working 
half-sections. Grenfel, like numerous 
other towns, uses a huge quantity of 
condensed milk. One merchant esti- 
mates his sale last year at 12,000 
quarts. 

Established Creameries 


A creamery recently established at | 


Elkhorne has increased the price of 
cattle, thus mixed farming in that 
district has received an impetus. Vir- 
den ie just starting a creamery. Far- 


mers in Broadview section are taking 
up the hog industry. Sintaluta is en- 
couraging mixed farming. Qu’Appelle 
has a creamery which found a ready 
market in the West. Eyebrow uses 
condensed milk, and the local butcher 
imports his cattle. 
its meat, butter, eggs and milk, as 
there is practically no supply locally. 
Weyburn exports little or no dairy “et 
duce. Though Mortlach shipped 1,- 
600,000 bushels of wheat last year, 
there were no dairy products sent out. 
Ten miles north of Herbert a farmer 
planted 40. acres of potatoes last 
year and bis returns were so great 
that he laughed et his neighbors who 
grew wheat. A farmer south of Her 
bert brought into town last year a 
turnip weighing 28& pounds. Mized 
farming has gone far enough to supply 
the local demand the year round for 
eggs, milk, and butter. Instances 
might be multiplied to show the op 
portunity there is for mixed farming 


and also to show that in most districts | 


{t could be carried on profitably. 


MILK AND BUTTER 


Winnipeg, Alone Imports a Million 
Dollars Worth Annually From 
the States 


“Winnipeer is paying from $1,000.00 
to $1,200.00 a day for milk, from Min 
neapolis and St. Paul.’ 

This statcinent by the Hon. George 
Lawrence, Minister of Agriculture, ts 
an indication of the great possibilities 
there are In rural Manitoba, for mixed 
farming. Anotier estimate places the 
value of cream, butter and milk, im 
ported by Winnipeg at over a million 
dollars a year, or (twenty thousand 
dollars a week, This opportunity for 
dairying has been recognised by the 
prominent men of Winnipeg, who Lave 
formed what is known as the “Million 
for Manitobi” League, whose alm is 
to bring the population of Manitoba 
up to one mniilon. The present popu: 
lation is four hundred and sixty thou 
stand, which means that if the object 
of the kague ls real.zed, over five bun- 
dred thousand additional settlers will 
be brought into the province, chiefly 
for agricult.. al pursuits. The Provin- 
clal Government aso recognises the 
necessity of en ouraging mixed farm- 
ing, particulur.y stock raising and 
dairying. 


RISE OF 1He CREAMERY 


Springing up at Innumerable Points 
in the West 


The movement in Western Canada 
towards mixed farming is, already, 
very pronounced, and, is seen in the 
springing up of creameries at various 
points. In fact, several local munict- 
palities bave established creameries 
through the enterprise of prominent 
citizens for the very purpose of en- 
couraging the tarmer to keep cows. 
This movement is further reflected in 
the great activity in various sections 
in wire fencing. It is not en uncom. 
mon sight to see prairie sections or 
half sections divided into fields by 
wire fences, so that cattle, at pasture, 
may be propery herded. Perhaps the 


poultry industry has made greater 
strides on the prairie farm thea 
dairying. There are still many towns 


where the local demand for fowl is 
not met by the surrounding community 
and, there are few places that ship 
to Winnipeg or coast cities.
